LONDON — The _ non-interven- 
tion pact in the Spanish civil 
war has “ceased in practice to 
exist,” declared the Soviet Un- 
ion in a note last week to the 
non-intervention conference 
meeting here. 

“Having accepted the agree- 
ment on non-intervention,” said 
he note, “the government of the 
Soviet Union expected this 
agreement would be fulfilled by 
all participants; and that in con- 
sequence the length of the civil 
war in Spain, as well as the 
number of victims, would be re- 
duced. 

Fascist Nations Violate Pact 

“It has been shown, however, 
that this agreement is being sys- 
tematically. violated by several 
participants. The insurgents are 


oeing supplied. with ARS. with | & 


impunity.” 

The note demanded that the 
Spanish government be given the 
right to purchase arms outside 
Spain, while participants in the 
agreement be authorized to sell 
or not to sell arms to Spain in 
their own discretion. 

Havas, French news agency, 
reported last Saturday that 30 
Soviet ships loaded with sup- 
plies for the Spanish government 
were en route to.Barcelona.

Maritime Unions and Strikers 

Now let it be stated at the 
outset that the Pacific Coast 
maritime unions are far more 
anxious, if. one can judge by 
actions, to avert a strike or any 
other clash on the waterfront 
than are the shipowners. The 
maritime wnions, in the current 
crisis, have made every reason- 
able effort to.avert such a clash. 
The unions first proposed a 15- 
day truce starting Oct. 1, and 
the shipowners did everything 
they could to block it. 

The unions accepted a second 
truce, while the shipowners con- 
tinued to bestride their high- 
horses and demand arbitration of 
basic issues, such as the hiring 
hall, which exist in the 1934 
award, which mean the very 
life of the union, and which can- 
not be arbitrated, left in the 
hands of a third person, to decide 
as he will. 

Thé unions have expressed 
théir willingnéss fo compromisé 
on all but such basic demands. 

So it is plain that the maritime 
urilofis of thé Wést Coast do not

Stalling Around 

Either of these bodies then 
go about seeking ways for a 
“eompromise,”’ It may be a mat- 
ter of months while they hold 
conference after conference, and 
meanwhile the railroad workers 
continue working under the 
very conditions that aroused them 
to the.point of a strike vote. 

Should the workers get tired 


of all this talk and stalling, and} 


go out on strike while the com- 
mittees gab, they are called. “out- 
laws” and, what is extremely 
dangerous, they are charged with 
having violated a federal law. 

The full weight of the govern- 
ment is thénm clamped down on 
the workers involved. 

Moffitt and the “News” were 
right about one thing—there 
hasn’t been a single important 
strike in \thé railroad industry 
since 1922.

F A PACIFIC COAST general strike takes place on Thursday, 
it will not be because the uniors haven’t exhausted every. pos- 
sibility for a peaceful settlement. First, through lengthy negotia- 
tions; secondly, by twice agreeing to a truce; thirdly, by giving 
every opportu ity to government representatives, even when their 
jurisdiction is doubtful, to step in to the picture.

—— shows that the maritime workers understand the issues 
volved—it is not only the immediate economic gains, but what. 
Pa ¥ stake is the existence of the unions and the principle of ‘sol- 
idarity by which the Maritime Federation was built. That is why 
every union whittled down its demands to two fundamental is- 
sues, making all the more clear that thé unions were willing to 
make every reasonable concession, but the shipowners are intent 
on going through with their union- -wrecking program. 

This is brought out all the more by the split in the shipowners’ 
ranks, with only a few large companies like the Matson, Dollar, 
and American-Hawaiian lines holding out for a “showdown.” Step 
by step the employers were forced to retreat. First, they aban- 
doned for the moment the threat of a lockout. Secondly, -they 
withdrew some of their most ridiculous demands. But even now 
they have refused to give guarantees that they will live up to and « 
respect the 1934 award on the union hiring-hall. The unions have 
taken the position that when all the shipowners give guarantees 
cn fundamental issues to all the maritime unions, and not before 
then, would they consider rescinding their strike action. Other- 
wise a general maritime strike on the Pacific Coast looms Thurs- 
day, with possible widespread sympathetic strike action on the 
Atlantic Coast to back it up.

strated that “neutrality” is a 
way of assisting the aggressor 
by denying the means of defense 
to the -unarmed,: attacked, na- 
tion. 


But this Sienulsed and limited 
help is not enough for Landon. 
He said in Indianapolis | that 
Roosevelt ‘“. . . attempted to put 
the United States.in the forefront 
of the sanctionist powers against 
Italy. His action made it prob- 
able that if war had come we 
would have been. involved.” 

Roosevelt did no such thing. 
If he had done so, he would have 
aided democracy and peace in- 
stead of the Fascist aggressor. 
He would have helped to keep 
America out.of war by helping 
to keep war out of the world. 

Then what could Landon’s 
“neutrality” mean? Simply this: 
“Give the Fascist aggressor a 
free reign. Let Amercian mu- 
nitions manufacturers reap a 
profit and at the same time 
strike heavy blows against de- 
mocracy. This is the plain mean- 
ing of what.Landon said in the 
weaseling vagueness typical of 
Fascism.

12 Communists and Scores of Trade Union 
Leaders May Get Freedom on November 
15th If Amnesty Bill Adopted 


MANILA.—Announcement 


by President Manuel Quezon 


of his intention to grant amnesty to all political prisoners and 
exiles in the Philippines on November 15th, anniversary of 
‘he founding of the Commonwealth, was greeted by the Inter- 
national Labor Defense, U.S.A., in a letter from Anna Damon,

National Assembly, which alone, 
under the Philippines Constitu- 
tion, has the power to grant an 
amnesty.

No Jobless On 
h 
present agreements seine x Docks of S. F. 


(Maritime « News Service) 


SAN FRANCISCO.—What the 
President’s Longshoremen’s Ar- 
bitration Board award did for 
this group of maritime workers 
is summed up here in two great 
‘NNOES—no unemployment and 
no men on relief. 

This is probably the only class 
of workers. not represented on 
San ‘Francisco’s 16,000 relief 
rolls, officials admitted. 

There are 3800 longshoremen 
registered at the Union hiring 
hall here today, compared with 
1,700 in 1934. 

Their wages in 1935 were 
$9,000,000, compared to $4,000,- 
000 before the strike against the 
highly federally Subsidized ship- 
owners. And al¥ of that addition- 
al $5,000,000, together with the 
$4,000,000, passes through the 
tills of the local merchants here 
and in Alameda county, as they 
testify. 

When the board handed down 
its decision, it in effect told the 
shipowners to use some of the 
millions it receives from the 
taxpayers to run their business 
in paying living wages. 

95-Cent Wages 

It decided that 95 cents an 
hour and $1.40 an hour over- 
time was a fair wage for them 
to pay in view of the fact they 
were largely supported by the 
tax-paying public. At the same 
time they. ordered the employers 
to work the men only six hours 
a day, 30 hours a week. 

By this decision they made it 
possible for more%@han 2,000 ad- 
ditional men to ure employ- 
ment and under eorditions work- 
ingmen are. enti led to. For at 
the time they set’ up the union 
hiring hall,.Wiere the 3,800 go 
to get their,regular employment 
that nets. th€m from $30 to $50 
weekly. 

Previously they were accus- 
tomed to “shape up” in front of 
the docks eyery morning and 
wait like cattle while some un- 
derling of the shippers called 
them over.” Many learned to 
secure work by “treating” these 
underlings in waterfront _ bars. 

Union Hiring Good 

All that has been~done away 
with under this orderly proce: , 
dure of hiring at the union hall. 

These men do not work under 
the “speed-up” system they were 
forced to endure previous to 
1934 when 10, 12 and 14 hours 
daily was not unusual. 

Longshoremen see. only one 
reason why. grasping shipowners 
are fighting to the limit against 
union development,

| trol over the men they once had,”

According to the announce- 
ment, “special consideration will 
be given to advancing the union 
organization campaigns in the 
steel, rubber and automobile in- 
dustries” and regional represen- 
tatives of the S.W.O.C. will give 
the C.1.0. members first hand 
reports on the progress — of the 
steel drive. 


On A.F.L. Convention 

It is assumed that the C.I.O. 
members will also decide at the 
meeting whether to send dele- 
gates to the Tampa convention 
of: the. American Federation of 
Labor and whether to discuss 
peace terms with a committee 
from the A.F.L. council. 

The meeting will take place 
following the presidential elec- 
tion, it is noted, and members of 
the C.LO. will be freed of their 
political activities and can de- 
vote their full attention to the 
organizing drives now pending. 


No Terror Stops 
Royal Co. Pickets 


LOS ANGELES. — Stupidly 
fleeing to Vernon to escape la- 
bor trouble, but continuing to 
pay the same low wages as they 
did in Los Angeles and insisting | 
on maintaining the same miser- 
able working conditions, the 
Royal Dress Shop is still being 
picketed by militant workers 
who went on strike Sept. 8. 

An injunction was granted 
October 15 by Superior Judg2 
Ruben Schmidt, who is _ fast 
gaining renown as a labor-hater. 
The injunction ' restrains the 
workers from. picketing any 
place in Vernon, which is for all 
practical purposes a company 
town. 

Ridiculous Charges 

The injunction charges absurd- 
ly that the workers have threat- 
ened to kidnap the children of 
the scabs, with attempts to maim 
or kill, with *intimidation and 
literally scores of other ridicul- 
ous charges, 50 pages in all. 

Striking police bring the 
seabs to work in police cars and 
then spend the rest of the day, 
aided by what are believed to 
be company thugs, intimidating 
the workers on the picket line. 

On October 15 girls were man- 
handled until their arms were 
black and blue by plain clothes 
men (perhaps company thugs) 
who refused to show badges or 
any other proof of authority.

SHREVEPORT, La. — Locomo- 
tives, cars and other equipment 
are being wrecked by scabs em- 
ployed by the strikebound Louis- 
iana & Arkansas railroad, it has 
been found by the four trans- 
portation brotherhoods who are 
seeking to enforce their con- 
tracts. 

Not only are tne strikebreak- , 
ers, mostly gunmen from New | 
Orleans, putting their own lives 
in danger by their incompetent | 
train, handling, but endangering | 
passengers and other nuetrals. In 
addition women’s committees of |; 
the strikers’ wives are making it | 
hot for them personally. 

Not Welcome 

At Winfield the women made | 
it plain to the scabs that they 
were not welcome in the town. 
At Vidalia a water hose washed 
the scabs out of the bunk-houses 
provided by the road. 

One union man who scabbed, 
y. F. Culbertson, is agam on 
strike aftef an army of women 
waited on him in his caboose. 
He was so thoroughly convinced 
that he wired his resolve to quit 
to the company. 

Traffic has dwindled to next 
to nothing as shippers sympa- 
thize with the men’s side. The 
brotherhoods are merely de- 
manding that the company pay 
the same wages and observe the 
same conditions as all the other 
roads in the country, under 
‘agreements signed by the com- 
pany as a party. 

Brotherhoods on strike are the 
engineers, firemen, trainmen and 
conductors. It is suspected that 
the L. & A. was picked by the 
major roads as a test case to 
break down the brotherhoods’ 
hold. The L. & A. is controlled 
by Harvey Couch, utility and fi- 
nancial dictator of Arkansas, 
former Reconstruction Finance 
Corp. board member and boss of 
U. S. Sen. Joe Robinson, Demo- 
cratic leader in the Senate. 


‘Tanker’ The Scab- 
Herder Runs Away

He said he was working 
in sort of partnership with Cecil 
Hitchcock of the Lowry Build- 
ing at 14th and Franklin Streets 
in Oakland. He boasted of the 
men he had put to work during 
a strike at one of the Oakland 
Dry Docks last year. 

“Finally we got down to busi- 
ness. He told me that he would 
pay $5 per day for strong guys 
with plenty of guts. Board and 
room was thrown in if the ‘busi- 
ness got ‘tough.’. Otherwise it 
was meals and _ transportation 
from your home. 

“He told me I'd have to ‘put 
in long hours,’ but that the 
‘work would be easy.’ 

“He said that right now ‘he 
didn’t know ‘how things were 
coming out’ but that ‘we are 
preparing a list of men who we 
can trust and who have plenty 
of guts.’ 

“After that he got kind of 
close mouthed and I left. As I 
went out I noticed a couple of 
guns hanging on the walls and a 
flock of stuffed animals’ heads 
over the fire-place and all 
around the place. 

“I never went back to get the 
job.
